Anglo-French troops have occupied 
the Bulgarian town of Strumitsa 50 
miles north of Saloniki, according to 
official telegrams from Athens. This 
follows closely upon news that Ser- 
bians with allied assistance, have re- 
pulsed a Bulgarian attack at Vilan- 
dovo turning the advance of the Bul- 
gctrs into a retreat beyond their own 
border.

Serbian action in the 
Balkans 
has 


leaped out of the field of surmise in 
a vivid foreground of tact, and is 
asserted by London military observ- 
ers to have been crowned at the out- 
set with success. 
This arrival 
of 


French troops at the

with 40,000 newly arrived Bulgari- 
ans at Vilandovo and Hundovo still 
hung in the balance, has dramatic 
qualities which for the moment have 
completely eclipsed the military ex- 
ploits in other theatres.

feat of the Bulgarian project of cut- 
ting the Saloniki-Nish railroad which 
is known to have been the Bulgarian 
objective.

The Cleveland Plain Dealer, one of Ohio's strong- 


est dailies, and absolutely independent of either the 
"Wet" or "Dry" organizations, in an editorial pub- 
lished in its issue of Saturday, October 9, 1915, de- 
clares AGAINST Prohibition. 
After 
quoting 
the 


Such is the dry amendment to the constitution of Ohio 


upon which the voters are to pass judgment at the coming 
election. 
The 
measure is clear, explicit and concise. 


There can be no issue over its interpretation. 


"Ohio voted on practically an identical amendment one 


year ago and defeated it decisively. 
Cuyahoga county's 


majority against it was nearly 45,000. 
Hamilton county 


rejected it by a majority of more than 75,000. The popu- 
lous centers generally register opposition to the dry pro- 
posal. 


"It may be worth while to turn again to Section 9 of the 


present constitution, which this dry amendment would re- 
peal and supplant. 
This section was voted into the or- 


ganic law of the state in 1912 and provides the basis of law 
upon which the liquor business in Ohio is now operated. 
The section reads: 
(The section is quoted at the bottom of this advertisement) 


"That amendment merits re-reading occasionally. 
Its 


adoption three years ago abruptly changed the policy 
the state had followed for more than sixty years and sub- 
stituted license and regulation for the former scheme of 
denying the traffic legal recognition while continuing to 
legislate 'against the evils resulting' from it. 


The ratification of this amendment of 1912 was the 


triumph of a compromise 
proposal. 
The measure was 


fathered in the constitutional convention by a dry delegate. 
As agreed upon, it represented less in one direction than the 
ultra-drys wanted and less in the other direction than the 
wets desired. In the campaign it vvas supported both by 
wets and drys. 


"The Plain Dealer argued for the amendment three years 


ago. The measure itself has not disappointed its advocates. 
It has reduced the number of saloons in the state and 
opened the way for a more stringent control of the liquor 
traffic 
It is a measure found thoroughly enforceable. 


"Ohio's larger cities are not ready for prohibition. 
And 


no law can be enforced in local communities whose puWic 
sentiment is overwhelmingly hostile. 
Every one of the 


more populous centers in the state is opposed to complete 
prohibition. 
There, if nowhere else, this dry amendment 


would almost certainly become a mockery. 


"Under local option laws firmly supported by public sen- 


timent it is possible for any township, any municipality, 
any residence district within a municipality, to keep sa- 
loons out. 
The system is thoroughly workable. 
It is in 


nowise jeopardized by a continuation of the'present license 
provision. 
No community need be or remain wet against 


its will. 


"In essence the dry proposal is this: That the hund- 


reds of dry communities through the state shall put upon 
wet centers like Hamilton, Cuyahoga and other populous 
counties the burden of enforcing a law which these centers 
do not approve. 
The task would be impossible, with sen-* 


timent as it is today. 


"We believe that the more populous renters of Ohio are not yet ready 
for state- 


wide prohibition. To adopt this dry amendment now would mean the substitution of 
an unworkable provision for one that has proved both its worth and its enforceability. 
The Plain Dealer, while recognizing in full the privilege of each elector to decide the 
issue for himself, recommends that the dry amendment lie rejected." 


Prohibition Would Repeal This Satisfactory License Section of The Ohio Constitution.

throughout the State shall be passed with such restrictions and regulations as may be provided by law,

Laws shall not be passed authorizing more tiian one saloon in each township or mu- 
nicipality of less than 500 population, or more than one saloon for each 500 population in 
other town- 


ships and municipalities.

be licensed in any such local subdivision while any prohibitory law is operative 
therein,

herein contained shall be so construed as to repeal, modify or suspend any such prohibitory laws, or any 
regulatory laws now in force or hereafter enacted, or to prevent thefuture enactment.modification or re- 
peal of any prohibitory or regulatory laws.

to any person who at the time of making application therefor is not a citizen of the United States and 
of good moral character. 
License shall not bo granted to any applicant who is in uny way interested in 


the business conducted at any other place where intoxicating liquors are sold or kept for sale as a bev- 
erage, nor Hhall such license he granted unless the applicant or applicants are the only persons in any* 
way pecuniarily interested in the business for which the license, is sought and no other person shall be 
in any way interested therein during the continuance of the license; if such interest of

Earthquake Shocks. 


There are such things as earth waves 


as well as ether waves. But while the 
ether waves have, by the genius of a 
Marconi, been harnessed into the serv- 
ice of mankind, no scientist has yet 
discovered any uses for earth waves 
or even any means of utilizing them. 
The shock of a seismic disturbance 
travels in waves at the rate of two 
miles a second In the actual vicinity of 
the disturbance, and this rate rapidly 
diminishes as the distance traveled by 
the earth waves increases*. The deeper 
the originating movement happens to 
be the farther the shock travels, but 
the deeper the movement, on the other 
hand, the less extensive and usually 
the less serious, from the point of view 
of loss of life, is the visible effect on 
the earth's surface.

The Curious Pelican. 


The pelican is as large as a swan, 


has white feathers tinged with red. 
while the breasts of the old ones are 
yellow. The breast feathers eud iu 
narrow points, and all the plumage is 
very coarse.

The up- 
per jaw is long, large and flat and has 
a book at the end, -which curves over 
the lower jaw. The lower jaw has at- 
tached to it a great pouch, which the 
pelican can make small when empty or 
can expand so as to carry all the fish 
which it catches in a bunt. This pouch 
is tlie pelican's game bag. When tbe 
pelican goes into the water of a stream

Wash All Fruit. 


Incoming cargoes of fruits should be 


closely observed for traces of poison- 
ous insecticides. Growers are not al- 
ways careful to remove all traces of 
sprays before marketing their fruit. 
Housekeepers can protect themselves 
from danger from this source by wash- 
ing all fruit in several waters before 
serving it. It would be advisable aud 
insure greater safety to wash the fruit 
before placing it in the storeroom or 
ice chest. Sprays and powders of suf- 
ficient strength to kill insects which 
feed upon and destroy fruit trees aud 
fruit would prove fatal to life if par- 
taken of by human beings.
